Denounces Leaders of 
AFL Group in Sedalia 
Speech, Says ‘It Is 
Time for Showdown 
and I Welcome It.’

SEDALIA, Mo., Aug. 28 — Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly, in a fighting 
speech before the Missouri! Farm- 
ers’ Association here last night, 
denounced leaders of the St. Louis 
Police Union for their “brazen 
scheme” of underground contin- 
uance of the policemen’s organiza- 
tion. 

The Governor, resuming the ag- 
gressive attitude which caused the 
St. Louis Police Board's anti- 
union order of Aug. 17, declared: 


“It is time that the issue of or- 
ganizing peace officers into labor 
unions in this state came to a 
showdown, and 1 welcome it. La- 
bor unions should confine their ef- 
forts to that great field of indus- 
try and commerce, where they be- 
long. They should leave the peo- 
ple’s free government alone.” 

Question of Public Confidence. 

Putting the matter directly to 
his farmer hearers, Gov. Donnelly 
said: 

“Suppose your members sent 
milk trucks into a city where a 
strike is in progress, and where 
they might be overturned by 
those who yield to violence in 
such disputes, and this has hap- 
pened. Would your farmer mem- 
bers have confidence in the pro- 
tection offered by police who be- 
longed to the same labor organi- 
gation that the strikers are mem- 
bers of? How could a_ police 
force hope to retain the unqual- 
ified and unquestioned respect 
and trust’ of the public under 
such circumstances? You can 
readily see that this would be 
impossible.” 

He then attacked the announced 
plan of the un‘ton leaders, that 
members should “go underground” 
and should retain membership 
through a subterfuge, though re- 
porting to their superior officers, 
as required by the Police Board, 
that they have withdrawn from 
the union. This intention was de- 
clared by Richard T. Miller, union 
president, after the board's order 
that policemen should make writ- 
ten reports of their withdrawal 
from the organization by midnight 
next Friday. 

“Advised to Break the Law.” 

“Now,” the Governor said, “they 
funion officers) urged their fol- 
lowers to go underground’ with 
their union: to falsely report that 
they have severed all connection 
with it, while they continue 
secretly to be members and to 
secretly connive with leaders and 
organizers who preach such doc- 
trines. 

“They are being advised to be- 
come  lawbreakers themselves, 
these men who are sworn to up- 
hold the law. They claim that 
their charter contains a no-strike 
Continued on Page 6, Column 3.

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800 STRIKES IN JULY, 
LEAST WORKING TIME 
LOST SINCE V-J DAY 


WASHINGTON, Aug 28 (AP) 


ORE strikes octurred in 
M July than in any previous 

month in 1946, but less 
working time was lost than in 
any month since V-J day, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported yesterday. 

The bureau expiained that 
the number of wofk stoppages 
was higher in July primarily 
because of small wage disputes 
which followed the temporary 
termination of OPA controls. 

There were 480 stoppages be- 
ginning in July’ involving 
about 185,000 workers. These, 
with 320 dispytes which began 
before July and continued in 
that month, made a total of 
8000 involving 365,000 wage 
earners. 

The time lost in July repre- 
sented .48 per cent of the avail- 
able working time, compared 
to a 2.09 per cent average for 
the period January to July.

CHRYSLER DENIES REQUEST 
FOR COST-OF-LIVING BONUS 


Charges....That...Wildcat Strikes

DETROIT, Aug. 28 (UP) — 
Chrysler Corp. told the CIO 
United Auto Workers today it 
was opposed to the union’s de- 
man for a “cost-of-living” bonus 
and charged that a series of wild- 
cat walkouts had been the basic 
cause of reduced worker earnings. 

In its formal reply to the union’s 
demand for a reopening of its 
postwar contract, Chrysler said 
that the union ~ s in error when 
it argued that upward revisions 
in wages were the only way to 
meet higher living costs, 


The Chrysler contract is the 
only agreement in the automobile 
industry which permits re-open- 
ing of the wage question on 60- 
day notice. Robert W. Conder, 
director of labor relations for 
Chrysler, said the company would 
comply with its contract but 
warned that it did not believe 
another round of strikes.”

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Aug. 28 
(AP) ~— The United States today 
blocked the applications of Al- 
bania and Outer Mongolia for ad- 
mission into the United Nations 
after Russia and Australian op- 
position forced withdrawal of an 


American motion for blanket ac- 
ceptance of eight applications, 

Herschel V. Johnson, United 
States delegate, asked the council 
not to take action today on the 
applications of those two coun- 
tries, declaring that if a vote was 
taken the United States would op- 
pose — and thus veto — both of 
them, 

Johnson acted swiftly after he 
had withdrawn his proposal for 
blanket acceptance at the request 
of Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet rep- 
resentative. Johnson said a Soviet 
vote against his proposal would 
block the plan he had advocated 
at the council’s morning session. 

Gromyko opened the afternoon 
session by statinthat Russia pre- 
ferred to deal-individually with 
each application. 

Australia also said it could not 
support the United States plan. 
Paul Hasluck of Australia said 
his stand was based on procedure 
and not on the question of whether 
any individual nation should be 
accepted or rejected. 

Clash on Ukraine Charges. 

Before the council took up the 
membership question at its morn- 
ing session, Great Britain and the 
Netherlands fought briefly with 
Russia over the validity of Soviet 
Ukrainian charges against Greece. 

Trygve Lie, secretary general of 
the U.N., and representatives of 
Brazil, Mexico and Egypt spoke 
for the United States resolution 
at the morning session. 

The British and Dutch efforts 
to keep the Ukrainian complaint 
off the council agenda were op- 
posed by Gromyko, who insisted 
that the Ukrainian representative 
must be heard. 

Dr. Oscar Lange of Poland, 
council president, reminded the 
arguing delegates that the coun- 
cil must meet a deadline tomor- 
row on the applications of the 
eight nations for membership in 
the U.N. The delegates then agreed 
to hold the Ukrainian item on the 
provisional agenda in suspense 
until the membership question 
was concluded. 

Siam Withdraws Bid. 

Originally, nine nations had ap- 
plied for U.N. membership. How- 
ever, as the council turned to the 
question of new members Lange 
read a letter from Siam. which 
had just been handed to him ask- 
ing that the Siamese application 
be held up until the Siamese- 
French Indochina territorial con- 
troversy had been settled. France 
had indicated in committee meet- 
ings that it would oppose the ad- 
mission of Siam at present. 

Johnson then proposed that the 
council recommend the admission 
of all eight remaining applicant 
states, 

“If the United Nations is to he 
successful, no state can be left 
out of it any longer than neces- 
sary,” he said. 

Johnson's resolution listed the 
applicants as Albania, the Mon- 
golian People’s Republic, Afghanis- 
tan, Trans-Jordan, Eire, Portugal, 
Iceland and Sweden.

Roger the Frog Not Impressed 
By the Big Four at Paris Parley

PARIS, Aug. 28—The Big Four 
leave Roger the.Frog cold. Roger 
has seen the great and near-great 
of the world come and go for more 
than 25 years, from Versailles to 
the Luxembourg. He is not im- 
pressed, 

“T have seen them too close and 
they do not bear examination,” he 
Says. 

“La Grenouille’—the Frog — is 
the name of Roger’s restaurant in 
the Rue des Grands Augustins, 
just in from the Seine, near the 
Boulevard St. Michel-—to Roger 
and to all Montparnassiens the 
Boul Mich. Picasso lives across 
the street. Roger has seen them 
come and go before, the first time 
as floorboy in the Hotel Ritz, per- 
sonal attendant of George  V, 
Clemenceau, President Wilson and 
Lloyd George. He polished their 
shoes, turned their blankets and 
carried them their drinks. He 
qualifies as an expert on peace 
conferences, 

“Molotov is a political gour- 
mand,” says Roger. “He is trying 
to eat up the world.” 

The Frog dismisses Attlee and

his own Bidault as cavalierly as 


‘he does their Russian e¢olleague. 


“Attlee eats boiled potatoes. What 
can you expect? ... Bidault is a 
fine little man, but we are just 
a little nation.” | 


The United States and Byrnes 
are the only ones spared, “Your 
Byrnes is a great improvement 
over Wilson. They tell me he 
drinks bourbon. I do not know 
this drink but it sounds as though 
it were for a man. Wilson, now, 
drank only water.” 

Roger the Frog’s memory is 
unkind to George V and Lioyd 
George. They started ringing for 
ice and soda to wet their Scotch 
at 9 every morning. “The poor old 
King had a great*cane that he 
would lean on tremblingly. He 
signed anything put before him 
and sipped his Scotch. . . . Lloyd 
George, he did not sip. He gave 
me bowed legs from fetching ice 
and water.” 

“Clemenceau was great,” Roger 
adds. “He could outdrink, out- 
swear and outthink everybody at 
Versailles. The only man close to 
him was Wilson. I sometimes 
wonder how long the peace would 
have lasted if Wilson had drunk 
something besides water and eaten 
something other than a soft-boiled 
egg.”

Meeting of Big Four. 

Meantime, it was disclosed that 
a special meeting of the Big Four 
ministers council will be held to- 
morrow in an effort to expedite 
the work of the 2l-nation peace 
conference, 

American acceptance of British 


Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin's 
proposal for convocation of the 
foreign ministers council was an- 
nounced yesterday. Today a British 
spokesman said the Russians also 
had accepted the suggestion—and a 
French Foreign Ministry source 
said France also had agreed to the 
meeting. 


The corridors at old Luxembourg 
palace were buzzing with specula- 
tion as to what.effect the meeting 
of the Big Four might have on 
the deliberations now bogged down 
by more than 300 amendments to 
the five draft treaties. 

A British spokesman said the 
Big Four meeting was scheduled 
for 4 p.m, tomorrow at the French 
Foreign office. He said Bevin 
would fly to Paris from London 
this afternoon, 


May Discuss Straits. 


In London, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said that the foreign 
ministers meeting in Paris Thurs- 
day or Friday “might deal with 
matters outside the primary pur- 
pose of facilitating the work of 
the peace conference.” 

The Dardanelles was said by 
diplomats in London to be “almost 
certainly” on the agenda. Turkey 
has categorically rejected a Soviet 
demand for joint Russian-Turkish 
military control] of the straits be- 
tween the Black and Mediter- 
ranean seas, and was becked by 
the United States and the United 
Kingdom. 

Bevin conferred in London with 
the Turkish ambassador to Bri- 
tain, Cevat Acikalin. 

The British Cabinet was to dis- 
cuss the peace conference this 
afternoon. 

Exchange Telegraph news 
agency said that the foreign min- 
isters would discuss the appoint- 
ment of a four-power spokesman 
to deal with any issues by dele- 
gations to the peace conference 
outside the Big Four.

NUERNBERG, Aug. 28 (By 
Radio)—Replying ‘to the defense 
argument that it is impossible to 
indict 15,000,000 people, Sir David 
Maxwell Fyfe of the British prose- 
cution late today urged the inter- 
national military tribunal as a 
duty to Europe, the world and 


Germany itself, to convict the mil- 
lions of members of six organiza- 
tions charged with criminality. 

He began by quoting from Jus- 
tice Robert H. Jackson’s address 
of Feb. 12 a disclaimer that it is 
proposed to indict the whole Ger- 
man people, 

“On the contrary,” declared 
Fyfe, “our purpose is to protect 
the German people and give them 
an opportunity to rehabilitate 
themselves in the esteem and 
friendship of the world, But how 
can this be done if we leave 
among them, unpunished and un- 
condemned, those elements which 
were most responsible for Nazi 
tyranny and crime and which, as 
this tribunal may well believe are 
beyond conversion to the ways of 
freedom and righteousness?” 

Consider the position of Europe 
today, exclaimed the prosecutor. 
Among Hitler’s Germans, he said, 
remain many thousands of men 
and women who have committed 
murder with their own hands. 
Millions more became disciples of 
the Fuehrer’s creed of hate and 
cruelty. Among them are hosts 
whose training was to command 
and lead and who are still as

5 FLYERS’ COFFINS 
ESCORTED TO U.S. 
ZONE BY YUGOSLAVS 


Honor Guard Accompanies 
Remains of Downed Air- 
men to Morgan Line. 


‘AIDUSINA, Italy, Aug. 28 (UP) 

—Five white coffins containing 
the remains of American airmen 
killed when their transport was 
shot down by Yugoslav fighter 
planes Aug. 19 were turned over 
to the United States Eighty-eighth 
Division today after being es- 
corted to the Morgan line by a 
Yugoslav honor guard. 

The coffins were brought here 
from Ljubljana. Although medical 
examination fatled to produce con- 
clusive proof that the remains of 
five persons were in the common 
grave near Ljubljana, American 
authorities said they believed the 
available circumstantial evidence 
left little doubt all five died. 

Richard C. Patterson, United 
States Ambassador to Belgrade, 
officially turned the bodies over 
to Maj. Gen. Bryant Moore, 

“Marshal Tito has assured me, 
both officially and _ personally, 
that there will be no repetition of 
this unfortunate incident,” Pat- 
terson said. 

A Yugoslav air force major 
accompanied the coffins. As they 
were turned over to the American 
zone, he stepped up to Moore, 
saluted, and said: “I am _ very 
sorry. I assure you it will never 
happen again.”

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son today ordered a revision of 
livestock ceilings which depart- 
ment officials estimated will mean 
an increase of about 6 cents a 
pound in the retail price of beef, 
as compared with June 30 ceilings. 

The retail prices of pork, they 
estimated, will be an average of 


than on June 30, 

Since June 30 prices have not 
been subject to ceilings. 

Anderson said that while the 
new ceilings would be “slightly 
higher” tHan those in effect June 
30, they will be 
lower than recent record sales.” 
The ceilings which Anderson 
asked OPA to establish call for 
increases over June 30 limits of 
740 a hundred pounds on hogs 
and $2.25 for cattle, Chicago basis. 
“Chicago basis” means at Chicago, 
Quotations in other markets are 
adjusted to take into account 
transportation costg and other 
differentials. 

Under Anderson’s recommenda- 
tion the St. Louis ceilings will be 
$20.15 on cattle and $16.20 on hogs, 
(Medium to good cattle sold at 
$20.50 a hundredweight at Nation- 
al Stockyards today; hog prices 
reached $21.75.) 

Anderson's announcement ap- 
parently came as a surprise to 
Price Administrator Paul Porter 
and his deputies. They had been

courtesy of sceing a copy.” 


What U. 8. Note Said, 

The American note of Aug. 19 
expressed regret on the part of 
this Government at reports of ir- 
regularities and discrimination in 
the Polish referendum of June 30. 
The note then repeated a list of 
“essentials” which would assure a 
“free” national election in Noveny 
ber. 

Last night’s' Polish embassy 
statement said that ‘‘a note of that 
kind was not expected and noth- 
ing at this moment warranted the 
Gelivery of such a note.” 

The press release said the Yal- 
ta and Potsdam agreements con- 
tained only an acknowledgement 
by the Big Three that Poland in- 
tended to hold free elections and 
made “no provisions whatsoever” 
for supervision of the balloting. It 
added: 

“The present American note Is 
not only an attempt to institute 
such foreign supervision § before 
the elections, but is.an open in- 
terference with completely inter- 
mal party politics in Poland.” 

Furthermore, the statement sala, 
the note “is taking sides with Pol- 
ish political life by giving open 
diplomatic support to those par- 
ties which are known to be in 
disagreemnt with the views and 
decisions on the election problem 
by the majority of the Government 
coalition.” 

Note “Without Precedent.” 

The embassy statement also ex- 
pressed surprise that the allega- 
tions of irregularities and polit- 
ical discriminations contained in 
the American note were what it 
called “completely anonymous.” 

“It is without precedent in in- 
ternational relations that a gov- 
ernment bases its legally unwar- 
ranted diplomatic intervention 
into the ‘internal affairs of an- 
other sovereign state on rumors 
and unsubstantiated allegations 
for which no proof whatsoever is 
being quoted in the note,” the 
statement declared, 

The statement declared that Po 
Jand many times had pledged free 
elections as soon as poasible.

Reported Seeking German Favors by Lure of 
Silesia and Pomerania, Which 
Poland Holds.

PARIS, Aug. 28—The Russians 
are trying to win the support of 
the German people through the 
double promise of building up a 
new, unified Reich and of restor- 
ing Germany’s eastern borders. 

This Soviet maneuver, revealed 
to your correspondent by an un- 
impeachable source, makes crystal 
clear, at least to the French, the 
surprising Soviet resistance to 
French views regarding disposi- 
tion of the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
land encountered at the recent 
Paris sessions of the Big Four 
foreign ministers council, 

A series of reliable reports 
reaching, here from Berlin dis- 
close, according to the writer's in- 
formation, almost daily promises 
by responsible Russian authorities 
to leaders of the Socialist Unified 
Party — a Soviet-installed Com- 
neamiat organization—to rebuild a 
unified Reich and restore its east- 
ern borders. 

These promises, it is said, have 
been amplified and even put in 
writing. Elections will be held in 
the Russian occupation zone on 
Sept. 1. 

This Russian attitude, which 
goes counter to the Potsdam 
agreement and reveals a com- 
pletely new trend in Russia's 
European policy, was confirmed 
recently through reports quoting 
opposition circles’ in the Polish 
capital, These statements indi- 
cated that the Soviet ambassador 
to Poland, Viktor Z, Lebiediev, 
had sounded out Polish Premier 
Edward Osubka-Morawski on the 
possibility of a new modification 
of the Polish borders as they were 
fixed at Potsdam, 

The Russian envoy, according to 
these reports, said Russia was 
ready to return to Poland the two 
districts of Lwow and Borislav, in- 
corporated in the Ukraine since 
1945 and, in exchange, Poland 
would be asked to give back to 


Germany Silesia and Pomerania. 
There is ne indication that East 
Prussia figured into these talks. 

The Polish premier’s reaction to 
the Soviet suggestion is described 
here as extremely cold. The Polish 
Government also faces general 
elections soon, and any divulging 
of Russia’s intentions might raise 
discontent in Poland and hamper 
the prime minister’s’ election 
chances. According to one report, 
the Polish Premier asked the So- 
viet Ambassador to postpone fur- 
thur discussion until after the elec- 
tions. 

The Poles are certain to seek to 
obtain the return of the two Po- 
lish-populated districts of Lwow 
and Borislav, but, at the same 
time, they have already installed 
themselves solidly in Silesia and 
Pomerania, have expelled the 
German populations there and 
have no wish to abandon these 
rich spoils. 

One Polish official summarized 
Poland’s attitude by saying crude- 
ly: “A country cannot change its 
frontiers as one changes one’s 
shirt.” 

The main reason behind the 
the realization that the Russians 
are ready to let them down in 
favor of the more numerous, and 
politically more important, Ger- 
mans. They feel that this is an- 
other unpleasant and undeserved 
blow, after their long sufferings. 
Officials at the Polish embassy 
here have no information con- 
cerning any Soviet proposal to 
their government and, consequent- 
ly, are in no position to either 
confirm or deny the reports. 

That Russia intends actually to 
carry through either its sug- 
gestions to the Poles or its prom- 
ises to the German Socialist Uni-

Unparalled Situation. 

The needs of Europe today, con- 
tinued Sir David, have no parallel 
in history. Never before, he said, 
has the continent faced the prob- 
lem or the danger of having at 
its heart millions of implacable 
zealots trained and educated in 
murder, racial hatred and war. 

Addressing the judges he main- 
tained that “if you are satisfied 
that the great majority of mem- 
bers of these organizations know- 
ingly and voluntarily supported 
the policies of the Nazi party and 
participated in the activities of 
its leader, then it is your duty un- 
der the charter to declare them 
criminal.

200 EXTRA AGENTS 
AID OPA DRIVE ON 
AUTO VIOLATORS 


No Particular Place in 
U.S. Where Black Mar- 
ket Is Not Operating, 
Official Says. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
OPA is bolstering its automobile 
enforcement staff with 200 addi- 
tional agents in a drive to crack 
down on what an official de- 
scribed as a “nation-wide black 
market” in motor car sales. 

Disclosing this today, William E. 
Remy of the agency’s auto en- 
forcement branch said “there is no 
particular place where violations 
of price ceilings are not going on.” 

With the 200 additional agents, 
the OPA will have 600 in the field. 

Investigations to date, Remy 
told a reporter, have turned up 


such things as these: 

1. Some new cars have been 
sold as high as 100 per cent-—-or 
between $1500 and $1600-—above 
OPA established price levels, In 
the majority of such sales, how- 
ever, the average illegal price 
ranged between $400 and $500 
above the OPA top. 

2. In cases investigated, “one 
out of every five dealers turned 
out to be violating price regula- 
tions.” 

Remy emphasized, however, that 

“a good portion of the regular 
franchised dealers and a majority 
of the established used car deal- 
ers are not violating price ceil- 
ings.” 
Alleged organized black market 
rings such ag those uncovered sev- 
eral weeks ago in the Midwest 
and last week at Leesville, 8S. C., 
Remy asserted, account for a “rel- 
atively small portion” of the black 
market activities in the nation. 

He explained OPA believes a 
majority of price violations are 
carried on by “regular dealers who 
give very low trade-in prices on 
old cars and who take extra mon- 
ey on the side.” 

In Boston, William B. Sleigh Jr., 
regional OPA enforcement officer, 
said today an undercover investi- 
tion of the automobile black mar- 
ket in the New England area dis- 
closed the “same pattern” as the 
operations at Leesville. 

Sleigh said the ring was be- 
lieved to be operating out of Bos- 
ton south into Rhode Island and 
north into Maine, New Hampshire 
and Vermont and was selling cars 
up to $1000 above ceilings. He 
added that 10 criminal cases in- 
volving ceiling violations are pend- 
ing in New England.

The new controls require that 
$5 per cent of all bathtubs, 90 
per cent of water closets and lav- 
atories, 85 per cent of gypsum 
board and lath, and 75 per cent of 
more than 40 other materials must 
be set aside by manufacturers and 
dealers for sale only to holders of 
veterans’ housing priorities. 

This is effective Sept. 1, Wyatt 
eaid, along with a big increase in 
the list of building materials sub- 
ject to priority control. 

Officials of the National Hous- 
ing Agency described the priority 
rulings as more important than 
the cut in non-residential construc- 
tion. The cut will show little ef- 
fect for about two months, they 
said, but the priority and _ set- 
aside actions will increase imme- 
diately the amount of materials 
available for home building. 

Wyatt Cites Help. 

“These actions not only should 
convince builders that they can 
complete the structures that have 
been started but encourage them 
to plan for expanded production,” 
Wyatt said, 

The materials newly placed on 
the housing priority list include: 
Linoleum, rubber tile, asphalt and 
felt-base coverings; cooking stoves, 
heating stoves and space heaters;

NLRB Rules on Compulsory 
Meeting at Which Employer 
Stated Views. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 28 (AP) 
—The “freedom of speech” plea 
of Clark Brothers, Inc,, Olean, 
has been overruled by the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board. The 
board announced today affirma- 
tion of a trial examiner’s report 
that the firm was guilty of unfair 


labor practices. 

Regional NLRB Director Wil- 
liam J. Isaacson said the decision, 
by a two-to-one vote, was “the 
first in which the board has 
squarely held that a ‘compulsory 
audience’ is violative of the Wag- 
ner act.” 

The case reached the board on 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers’ charge of unfair labor prac- 
tices. Trial Examiner Arthur Leff 
had ruled that “it is unquestion- 
ably true that an employer, in 
the exercise of the freedom of 
speech, protected by the first 
amendment (to the Constitution) 
is privileged to entertain and ex- 
press his opinion on labor policies 
and problems.” 

He held, however, that “by com-! 
pelling its employes to assemble 
on company time and property to 
listen to its campaign speeches, 
the respondent (company) did 
more than make an improper use 
of its economic power over its em- 
ployes to interfere with their free 
choice of bargaining agent.” 

The employes selected the Em- 
ployes’ Association, Inc. (Confed- 
erated Unions of America) over 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers by a vote of 617 to 261 in a 
third election held April 9. ‘

WHO DIED AFTER DISCHARGE 


Survivors of World War II vet- 
erans who have died after dis- 
charge from causes not connected 
with military service, should ap- 
ply for social security benefits 
made available by the recent. pas- 
sage of amendments to the Social 


Security Act, T. L. Gaukel, man- 
ager of the downtown St. Louis 
Social Security Administration of- 
fice, said today. 

The new law allows death bene- 

fits to survivors of veterans not 
covered by the act by reason of 
previous private employment. 
Even in cases where a veteran 
was covered by the act because of 
his prewar job, Gaukel pointed 
out that benefits may be in- 
creased under the new amend- 
ments. 
Gaukel said that survivors of 
men in the armed forces when 
they die are protected by the Vet- 
erans Administration program.

WEISBADEN, Germany, Aug. 
28 (UP)—Pvt. Gene Jackson, 25 
years old, who “woke up” July 8 
after a two-year blackout  be- 
lieved to have been caused by 
wound-induced amnesia, said yes- 
terday he wants to go back to 
Muncie, Ind., to his wife “as soon 
as they tell mf I’m cured.” 

Jackson, listed on War De- 
partment records as missing in 


September, 1944, and then as dead, 
recovered near Saarbruecken on 
the French-German border. He 
still has a shell fragment over 
one eye. He has been under 
treatment in the 317th Station 
Hospital’s neuropsychiatry ward 
for more than a month. 

Jackson replied, “I have no 
idea,” when asked how and where 
he had lived since he disappeared 
from the Eightieth Division sec- 
tor near the Moselle river 23 
months ago. 

“I found myself walking along 
some railroad tracks,” he said. “I 
was wearing overalls, a fatigue 
cap and slippers and I had a dog 
tag on. I saw a gendarme and 
hollered to him. He didn’t un- 
derstand me, but took me to an 
office where there was a_ girl 
who understood English.” 

Lt. James F. Dyde, physician 
in charge of his case, said high- 
er authorities would decide 
whether Jackson was a victim of 
amnesia or absent without leave.

MAYORS GROUE 
FAVORS. MID-CITY 
SITE FOR HOSPITAL 


Says Four Places Are 
Available Within Area, 
and 300 Families 
Would Be Moved. 


The Mayor’s Hospital Committee 
recommended yesterday that the 
proposed 1000-bed general hospital 
of the Veterans’ Administration 
be located in the area bounded by 
Compton avenue on the _ east, 
Grand boulevard on the west, 
Market street on the south and 
Lindell boulevard and Olive street 
On the north, 

The area previously was recom- 
mended by a committee of medical 
experts appointed by the Veterans’ 
Administration. The area contains 
about 88 acres. Approximately 20 
acres are needed for the hospital 
site. 


The Mayor’s committee made no 
recommendation as to an exact 
site within the general area, point- 
ing out that this selection should 
be determined by the Veterans’ 
Administration. 

The group approved a report of 
a subcommittee which again re- 
jected consideration of part of 
Forest Park as a proposed site. 
The subcommittee said, “The city 
is still sadly in need of additional 
park area and there is a strong 
prevailing opinion on-the part of 
citizens in general that the park 
area should not be encroached 
upon except for recreational pur- 
poses. The Forest Park site is un- 
desirable from a public interest 
point of view.” 


The midtown area recommended 
contains at least four possible 
sites for the new hospital, the 
committee reported, Construction 
of the institution in that area 
would dispossess fewer families 
than proposed sites in other sec- 
tions of the city, the report said. 
The committee estimated that 
abou 300 families would be dis- 
possessed by a site in the midtown 
area, 

The group directed its subcom- 
mittee to co-operate with the Vet- 
erans’ Administration and _ the 
City Plan Commission in an at- 
tempt to select an exact site. Se- 
lection of this site might be in- 
fluenced by the city traffic plan, 
as several of the major east-west 
thoroughfares cross the area that 
has been proposed.

One witness in the Garsson case, 
Albert W. Jacobson, made public 
yesterday his letter of resignation 
as a consultant in the legal divi- 
sion of the Chemical Warfare 
Service.

Anti-Soviet Regiments 

Lt. Gen, A. P. Baskshaev, second 
in command to Semenov of the 
“Union of Far Eastern Cossocks,” 
testified last night. Under ques- 
tioning by Col. Gen, Vassily UlI- 
rich, chéef judge of the military 
collegium, Bakshaey said he was 
‘a member of volunteer units in 
1906 which suppressed the revolu- 
itionary movement in Harbin, Man- 
‘churia. He admitted organizing 
five regiments in Manchuria for 
‘a counter-revolution to overthrow 
ithe Stalin government just before 
the start of World War II. 

He said that after the Nazi in- 
vasion of Russia the Japanese 
organized a network of terrorist 
and spy units in Manchuria com- 
posed of anti-Bolshevist Russian 
emigres. He added that the Jap- 
anese continued to employ such 
units until 1945, although arms 
and other equipment were scarce 
during the latter days of the war.

provision; but this brazen scheme 
to go underground proves how 
lightly the promise not to strike 
would be taken by such leaders. 
How could the public rely upon 
any such promise, made by men 
who urge their followers to make 
liars and perjurers of themselves? 

“Will the people of St. Louis 
and of Missouri stand for any- 
thing of this sort? I think not. 
Neither do I believe that the 
police of!’ -ers themselves will be 
misled by such leaders and or- 
ganizers.” 

The Governor noted that police- 
men have the right to join the St. 
Louis Police Pension Fund Asso- 
ciation, the Police Relief Associa- 
tion and the Police Funeral Asso- 
ciation, which engage in welfare 
activities, 

"But to organize these peace of- 
ficers into a labor union, affiliated 
with a national body, would, in the 
very nature of things, hreed 
divided loyalty, suspicion, distrust 
and confusion,” he said. 


Lays Court Delay to Union, 


The Governor, who has been 
criticized for attempting to sup- 
press the union before the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court rules on the 
validity of a Police Board rule 
prohibiting union membership, 
charged that it was the union 
leaders who had failed to wait for 
the court's decision. It was their 
“dilatory tactics’ in not having 
their appeal perfected promptly 
that has delayed court considera- 
tion of the question until January, 
he said. 

He pointed out that the board 
rule had been upheld by Circuit 
Court in St. Louis, and was still 
in effect. 

“Who is it who have flouted the 
law and shown no respect for the 
court?” the Governor asked rhet- 
orically. “Who is it who have de- 
fied the rules of the Police De- 
partment and have taken the law 
into their own hands? 

“Tt was the union leaders and 
organizers who have deliberately 
gone ahead with their organizing 
activities instead of waiting until 
the Supreme Courut decided the 
case. They have continued to urge 
police officers to break the rules 
of the St.. Louis Police Depart- 
ment, and in so doing to break the 
laws of the State of Missouri. 


Quotes Law on Rules. 


“Section 7695 of the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, 1939, says: 
“‘All lawful rules and regula- 
tions of the board shall be obeyed 
by the police force on pain of dis- 
missal or such lighter punishment, 
either by suspension, fine, reduc- 
tion or forfeiture of pay, or other- 
wise, as the board may adjudge.’ 

“That is the law of Missouri 
which is being defiantly ignored 
by union leaders. Police officers 
who accept the advice of these 
union leaders and join the union 
are defying the rules of the St. 
Louis Police Department which 
forbid the organizing of unions 
among its membership, and are 
thereby breaking the laws of the 
State.” 

Gov. Donnelly asserted public 
safety demands certain limitations 
on the right to organize. He de- 
clared he was “unalterably op- 
posed to any such perversion of 
that right” as the St. Louis Police 
Union, 

The right to organize labor 
unions in private business and in- 
dustry is not challenged, he added, 
and collective bargaining rights 
are recognized by law and should 
be preserved. 

“But any attempt to form a la- 
bor union,” the Governor contin- 
ued, “which could bring préssure 
to bear upon a city or state gov- 
ernment, and which could use co- 
ercive measures of whatever na- 
ture against such governmental 
entities to enforce union demands, 
is repugnant to every principle of 
democratic government which free 
Americans hold dear. 

“Along the road of force and 
coercion applied to government 
lies dictatorship. This nation will 
never yield to a dictator’s de- 
mands, whether he is some dema- 
gogue or a great and powerful la- 
bor union.”

Sir Alexander Cadogan of Great 
Britain followed Van Kleffens 
with the statement that nog at- 
tempt had been made to substan- 
tiate the charges against Britain 
and Greece. Commenting that the 
same case had been brought up in 
London last Winter, he said, “I 
cannot see that this case affords 
any basis for council discussion.” 

Gromyko, in insisting that the 
Ukrainian charges that Greece en- 
dangers peace in the Balkans be 
heard, said that Van Kleffens in 
the past had been willing to hear 
minor types of complaints and 
that his arguments on the ques- 
tion now were without founda- 
tion. 

The Council convened at 10:39 
a.m. (9:39 a.m, St..Louis time) in 
its green and beige chamber in 
the converted Sperry gyroscope 
plant, which the United Nations 
hopes to occupy for three to five 
years. Delegates sat at a new 
horseshoe table, The large cham- 
ber, with 385 seats for the public, 
was filled as the session began. 

A fight over the membership 
applications had been foreshad- 
owed by last-minute requests by 
Greece and Yugoslavia for per- 
mission to present their opposing 
views on the Albanian bid, 

Yugoslavia has strongly sup- 
ported the Albanian application, 
while Greece has opposed it. Al- 
bania also has enthusiastic Soviet 
and Polish support and the con- 
ditioned opposition of the United 
States and Britain. 

Albania’s application for U.N. 
membership which was filed last 
winter in London and tabled at 
the request of the United States, 
was listed for first consideration 
on a seniority basis, 

Of the other pending applica- 
tions for U.N, membership, four 
have met opposition while three 
are unopposed—Sweden, Iceland 
and Afghanistan. 

Representatives of the Mongo- 
lian People’s Republic, which is 
supported for membership by Po- 
land and Russia and opposed for 
at least a year by China, arrived 
last night to answer council ques- 
tions about their country’s quali- 
fications as a sovereign, peace- 
loving nation. 

The membership committee's re- 
port, running to 92 pages and 19 
annexes showed the following line- 
up on other disputed applications: 

Trans-Jordan — Supported by 
Britain and Egypt; regarded fa- 
vorably by The Netherlands; op- 
posed by Poland until next year; 
not supported by Russia. 

Eire — Supported by Britain, 
China, United States, France, Mex- 
ico, The Netherlands, Brazil; not 
supported by Russia. 

Portugal—Supported by Britain, 
United States, France, China, Bra- 
zil, The Netherlands, Mexico; 
doubt raised by Poland because of 
Portugal’s “close relations with 
Spain and the former Axis gov- 
ernments”; not supported by Rus- 
sia. 

The council’s recommendations 
on new members are due to be 
handed in tomorrow, or Friday at 
the latest, for circulation by the 
secretariat among the 61 present 
member nations, who will vote 
on them in General Assembly here 
in the fall, Applicants which sur- 
vive the veto test in the council 
may be elected by two-thirds ma- 
jority of the assembly. 


‘COMPLETE’ WAR PROFITS

WASHINGTON Aug. 28 (UP)— 
Senator Mead (Dem.), New York, 
said today the next Congress 
should authorize a “complete” 
war profits investigation covering 
every major wartime industry.

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In particular, I have spoken to 
you as earnestly as I can of the 
| great good that organization has 
| brought to the farmers of Missou-

| thoroughly I believe in organized 
effort, rightly applied.. However, 
should like to make it clear that 
ithe right to organize is distinctly 
limited. It does not apply in some 
cases, or under all circumstances. 
The public safety demands cer- 
tain limitations upon this right. 

As an example, it has been nec- 

essary for me to take a firm stand 

in opposition to the organizing of 

a union of police officers in the 

City of St, Louis, and I would like 

to say to you citizens of Missouri, 
assembled here today, that I am 

unalterably opposed to any such 

perversion of the right to organize. 
Quotes Earlier Statement. 

In my public statement on this 

| jasue, made last November, I said: 

“One of the main functions of 


government is the enforcement of 


laws for the protection of the 
| lives, property and safety of its 
citizens. This, of course, is done 
through its various police agencies 
created by law. If our system of 
government is to survive, all laws 
must be fairly and impartially en- 
forced against all citizens and 
Classes of citizens, Police depart- 
ments have been held to be quasi- 
military in nature and subject to 
discipline accordingly. It is un- 
thinkable that the allegiance owed 
the government and all the people 
by members of a police depart- 
ment should be divided with any 
particular group of citizens. In 
other words, the members of a 
police department cannot serve 
two masters, 

“The ordinary and accepted pur- 
pose for which any group of indi- 
viduals organize themselves into 
a trade union is to set up an 
agency to represent them before 
their employers. The principal 
functions of such agencies, s0 es- 
tablished, has been and is now to 
maintain or secure higher wages, 
shorter hours, a closed shop, the 
checkoff system, and the exclusive 
right of bargaining collectively, 
through representatives of their 
own choosing. If bargaining fails, 
their only method of obtaining 
their demand is by strikes or the 
threat of strikes. 


Can’t Be Applied to Police, 


“From the above it is evident 
that a union of police officers 
could not obtain any of the legiti- 
mate and accepted aims of a 
union, Their salaries and hours 
of their working day are fixed by 
statute. A closed shop would be 
denied them because the atatutes 
provide. the manner and method 
would be denied them because the 
statutes provide the manner and 
method of selecting and appoint- 
ing police employes and fix the 
qualifications they must have, as 
well as their terms of office, 

“The statutes specifically pro- 
hibit the board from employing 
or discharging any person for any 
reason other than the fitness or 
unfitness of such person. 

“Collective bargaining would 
also be denied the union of police 
officers, 

“The Police Board would have 
no authority to change the wages 
or hours of employes, and it does 
not have authority to delegate or 
bargain away the powers given it 
by the statutes. The checkoff 
system could not apply to such a 
union, because neither the state 
nor local governments can be 
used as an agency for the collec- 
tion of private debts. 

“It is unthinkable that the right 
to strike or enforce demands 
could or would be exercised by a 
police department. Such a strike 
would be a rebellion against 
government itself.” 


Serious Issue in St. Louis. 


This matter is a serious issue 
today in St. Louis where, in de- 
fiance of the chief executive of 
the state and the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners of the City of 
St. Louis, some members of the 
police force have continued to 
listen to the mistaken advice of 
union organizers. They have done 
this while the leaders of _ this 
movement have publicly upbraid- 
ed me for not waiting for a deci- 
sion from our Supreme Court be- 
fore taking action. 

Let us see who it Is who has not 
waited for the decision of the 
Supreme Court. The rules. and 
regulations of the Police Depart- 
ment prohibit the members of the 
Police Department from belong- 
ing to a union, These rules and 
regulations are in full force and 
effect today. A case was filed in 
court by representatives of the 
union to have the rule and regu- 
lation of the Police Department 
prohibiting police officers from 
belonging to the union declared 
invalid and to enjoin the Police 
Board from enforcing this rule 
and regulation. 

The Circuit Court of the City of 
St. Louis dismissed the petition of 
the union and left this rule and 
regulation in full force and effect. 
The members of the union ap- 
pealed this case to the Supreme 
Court of Missouri, but because of 
the dilatory tactics of the union 
in not having the appeal perfected 
in the Supreme Court in time for 
the September term it will not be 
heard for several months. In the 
meantime, this rule and regulation 
of the Police Department remains 
‘in full force and effect. 
| Says Union Defies Law. 

Who is it who have flouted the 
‘law and shown no respect for the 
‘court? Who is it who have defied 
the rules of the Police Department 
and have taken the law into their 
own hands? = It is the union lead- 
ers and organizers who have delib- 
erately gone ahead with their or- 
ganizing activities instead of wait- 
ing until the Supreme Court de- 
cided the case. 

They have continued to urge 
police officers to break the rules 
of the St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment, and in doing this to break 
the laws of the State of Missouri. 
Section 7695 of the revised statutes 
of Missouri, 1939, says: “All law- 
ful rules and regulations of the 
|board shall be obeyed by the 
police force on pain of dismissal

or such lighter punishment, either 
by suspension, fine, reduction or 
forfeiture of pay, or otherwise as 
the boards may adjudge.” That 
is the law of Missouri which is 
being defiantly ignored by union 
leaders. 


Police officers who accept the 
advice of these union leaders and 
join the union are defying the 
rules of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment which forbid the organ- 
izing of unions among its mem- 
bership, and are thereby breaking 
the laws of this state. 


In the face of these facts I want 
the people of Missouri to know 
who it is that is showing callous 
disregard for the courts and the 
constituted authorities of the sov- 
eign state whose laws they have 
sworn to uphold. It is time, my 
friends, that this issue of organiz- 
ing peace officers into labor unions 
in this state came to a showdown, 
and I welcome it. 


In saying this, I yield not an 
lota in my allegiance to the cause 
of organization, in its proper place. 
The right to organize labor unions 
in private business and industry 
is undeniable, Collective bargain- 
ing between private employers and 
unions of employes in such estab- 
lishments and industries is recog- 
nized by law. These rights should 
be protected and preserved. 


But any attempt to form a labor 
union among peace officers, which 
could bring organized pressure to 
bear upon a city or state govern- 
ment and which could use coer- 
cive measures of whatever nature 
against such governmental entities 
to enforce union demands, is re- 
pugnant to every principle of dem- 
ocratic government which free 
Americans hold dear. 

Along the road of force and co- 
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ercion applied to government, lies 
dictatorship. And this nation will 
never yield to a dictator’s de- 
mands, whether he is some dema- 
gogue or a great and powerful 
labor union. In its proper sphere, 
which is in the field of private 
enterprise, where the relationship 
and issues in dispute between pri- 
vate employer and employes can 
be negotiated and determined, the 
labor union has a great, construc- 
tive role to fulfill, Labor unions 
should confine their efforts to that 
great world of industry and com- 
merce, where they belong. They 
should leave the people's free gov- 
ernment alone. 

Suppose your members sent 
milk trucks into a city where a 
strike was in progress, and where 
they might be overturned by those 
who yield to violence in such dis- 
putes, and this has happened. 
Would your farmér members 
have confidence in the protection 
offered by police who belonged to 
the same labor organization that 
the strikers are members of? How 
could a police force hope to re- 
tain the unqualified and unques- 
tioned respect and trust of the 
public, under such circumstances? 
You can readily see that this

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 28 (UP)— 
Roswell P. Biggers, 63-year-old 
planter and livestock dealer, was 
arrested yesterday on a charge of 
peonage after a Federal Bureau 
of Investigation inquiry. He is 
charged with obtaining the re- 
‘lease of five Negro farm heeds 
from the Conyers (Ga.) jail and 
holding them as forced laborers 
on his 1000-acre corn and cotton 
plantation, 

Harvey H. Tysinger, Atlanta, 
Assistant United States Attorney, 
'said Biggers obtained approxi- 
mately 12 warrants against the 
Negroes, charging them with “get- 
ting money under false _ pre- 
tenses.” The Negroes, arrested 
by County Sheriff H. L. McCart, 
were jailed and subsequently 
turned over to Biggers, Tysinger 
said. 

He said one of the Negroes al- 
legedly owed Biggers $2. The Ne- 
gro came to Atlanta, obtained a 
job and sent Biggers a $2 money 
order. Biggers refused to accept 
the order and obtained a warrant 
against the Negro, Tysinger re- 
lated. 

After the Negro had been re- 
turned to the farm, Tysinger said 
he worked several weeks and then 
asked Biggers if he hadn’t worked 
off his debt. Biggers told him ’ o- ae peers

Biggers specifically is charged 
with trumping up a_i charge 
against Booker T. Johnson and 
later obtaining Johnson’s release 
“to return him to a condition of 
peonage,” about May 30. 
“Biggers was accused of work- 
ing the Negroes for 50 cents to $1 
a day on his farm, taking out all 
but about 50 cents or $1 a week | 
for their fines,” Tysinger said. 
“He never would give any re- 
ceipts and the Negroes said they | 
didn’t know when they had paid | 
up and were out of debt.” 

Some of the Negroes complained 
to the FBI of being beaten. | 
Biggers, indicted in 1916 on a 
peonage charge, was acquitted 
after a first hearing had resulted 
in a mistrial. He declined to com- | 
ment yesterday when arraigned 
before United States Commission- 
er David J. Meyerhardt here. 
Justice of the Peace J. R. Pir- 
kle, before whom the warrants 
against the Negroes were sworn, 
said many farmers using Negro 
labor come to him when their 
Negroes got in trouble and “buy | 
up their warrants” to get them 
| back to work. 

He pointed out that conviction | 
on misdemeanor charges would | 
result in a prison sentence of one | 
year for the Negroes, but that | 
persons who swore out such a 
warrant could have the Negroes 
freed by simply paying the costs | 
of arrest and the warrant. In the | 
case of the Negroes involved, | 
Pirkle said this amounted to, 
about $7.50. 

The Negroes were Usually 
jailed, he said, “after asking Big- | 
gers for a little money and then) 
running away.” | 

Biggers was arrested on charge 

of violating Section 444, Title 18, | 
of the United States Code, which | 
prohibits “involuntary slavery 
and servitude.” Conviction car- 
ries a maximum five-year prison 
sentence and a $5090 fine. 
The law under which warrants 
against the Negroes were issued 
was declared void recently by the

They 
waived preliminary hearing and 
furnished bonds of $1500 each. 
Lucian J. Hopkins, suspected of 
robbing and beating a 79-year-old 
Alton woman in her home, told 
State's Attorney C. W. Burton that 
he was beaten with blackjacks 
while being transferred from 
Alton to the Madison County jail 
at Edwardsville early last Thurs- 
day. He said Delmar Monken of 
Wood River and Bernie Crider of 
Granite City beat him repeatedly. 
The third former deputy, Mar- 
ion Booth of Alton, was fined for 
permitting the beating and was 
named in the assault charge. The 
charge is punishable by.a fine of 
$1000 and a jail term up to one 
year,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
Secretary of War Patterson di- 
rected key War Department offi- 
cials yesterday to make their de- 
fense plans on the basis that there 
will be no international control 
of atomic weapons, 


Civilian Production Chief John 
D. Small announced that the na- 
tion’s war-tested system of indus- 
trial mobilization can be swung 
into operation within 24 hours if 
necessary. 

Patterson spoke at the opening 
of a course of eight lectures on 
atomic energy to be given before 
department officials by scientists 
and military experts. 

He expressed hope that the 
“sound” American plan for inter- 
natidnal controls now before the 
United Nations would be adopted. 
But he added: 

“Those responsible for the de- 
fense of the nation must make 
their plans on the basis that there 
is and will be no adequate con- 
trol on the international level— 
this until the time when we may 
be directed by the Congress to 
plan on another basis.” 

Patterson voiced confidence that 
the armed forces will disprove 
predictions he said had been made 
that the military will not adjust 
its thinking to the atomic bomb. 

The transfer of domestic atomic 
energy control from military to 
civilian responsibility, as provided 
in new legislation, will bring a 
period, Patterson said, “in which

MONSANTO CO. BUYS 
TEXAS STYRENE PLANT 


Former Government Factory 
to Continue Making Product 
for Synthetic Rubber, 


Purchase of a government-owned 
styrene plant at Texas City, Tex., 
by the Monsanto Chemical Co., was 
announced today by the company, 
which built and operated the plant 
ror the government under the war- 
time synthetic rubber program. 
It was the first major unit in op- 
eration under the program, 

The plant, which cost about 
$18,000,000, was bought for $9,550,- 
000 from the War Assets Adminis- 
tration, subject to approval by the 
Office of Rubber Reserve and the 
Department of Justice. It is on 
30 acres on Galveston Bay and em- 

loys 500 workers. After it was 
Reslonall and constructed by Mon- 
santo in 1941, the plant produced 
50,000 tons annually, which was 
about 21 per cent of the styrene 
required to meet the nation’s syn- 
thetic rubber needs. 

Styrene is a hydrocarbon made 
from petroleum and coke by- 
products and is an essential ma- 
terial in the manufacture of the 
synthetic rubber, Buna-S. It is 
also a base for polystyrene, a plas- 
tic molding compound used in re- 
frigerators, plumbing fixtures, 
kitchen utensils and other com- 
r.ercial items. 

The company, which has head- 
quarters at 1700 South Second 
street, will produce styrene for the 
Rubber Reserve and for general 
commercial use. 


U.S, REJECTS CZECH CHARGE 
OF FAVORITISM ON WAR GOODS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
The State Departnient has sent a 
note to Czechoslovakia rejecting 
its complaint that the United 
States is “discriminating” against 
it in sales of surplus war property, 
diplomatic officials said last 
night. They reported the United 
States turned down the protest as 
being “without foundation.” 

The Czechoslovakian Foreign Of- 
fice had complained to Ambas- 
sador Lawrence Steinhardt that 
the United States is favoring oth- 
er nations, particularly France, 
in disposing of surplus war goods 
overseas. 


RUSSIANS DEVELOP 
NEW RADIO DEVICE 
FOR WEATHER DATA 


Mass Production Begun on 
Stratosphere Instrument of 
Increased Range. 


WASHNGTON, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
The Russians recently began mass 
production of “a newly designed 
sounding instrument for obtain- 
ing information on stratosphere 
weather conditions by radio,” says 
an article in the USSR Informa- 
tion Bulletin. 

The article says Soviet techni- 
cians have succeeded in producing 
a stratospheric-weather  instru- 
ment that rises “twice as high as 
the old ones.” 

The report also describes these 
Soviet developments in meterology 
and other fields: 

1, “A special instrument for 
measuring sea currents and 
transmitting information by ra- 
dio.” The report adds “this in- 
strument will be installed on 
buoys in the open sea, whence 
it will broadcast necessary in- 
formation.” 

2,.A new instrument called 
the thermobatigraph, a device 
for measuring sea temperatures. 

3. New hydrometeorological ap- 
paratus for measuring and re- 
cording the speed and direction 
of wind, data on rain, and di- 
rection and speed of clouds. 
Hydrometeorology is the study 
of water in the atmosphere. 

The report says Russia has a 
network of hydrometeorological 
stations equipped to record and 
broadcast information automatic- 
ally. Some of the stations have 
been in operation for nine months. 
They are designed to operate for 
one year without control.

The Bulgarian Fatherland Front 
insists that the Bulgarian treaty 
must declare that Bulgaria “took 
an active part in the war against 
Germany” although it is notorious 
that she supported the Axis until 
the German armies were in head- 
long retreat. Bulgaria has the un- 
mitigated gall to demand that 
western Thrace be ceded to her 
by the Greeks, a people who mag- 
nificently resisted the Axis from 
the outset; whose resistance in 
the darkest hour of the war 
helped to prevent the capture of 
Stalingrad and of the Suez Canal, 
and who have suffered because of 
their resistance as grievously as 
any other member of the United 
Nations. 

Initiated by Russia, 


The Albanian and Bulgarian 
pretensions were, of course, initi- 
ated by the Soviet Union. They co- 
incide with the intensification of 
Russia's campaign to dominate 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

It is a tragic commentary on 
the postwar world that the future 
of the heroic people of Greece 
should depend upon the outcome 
of such a contest. 

Greece stands out today as the 
one remaining rampart of democ- 
racy in the Balkans. Any decision 
of the Peace Conference which 
would further weaken Greece 
would prevent the Greeks from 
insuring el freedom from 
Siavic domination. 

Conditions in Greece have be- 
©come constantly more precarious. 
The Greeks had every right to 
expect justice from the Peace 
Conference, as wel] as practical 
co-operation from the Western 
powers to tide them over the 
emergency which they confronted 
as a result of the war. So far 
they have seen little sign of cither. 


Three Greek Claims, 


Greece presented the major 
powers with three territorial 
claims. These included the Do- 
decanese islands; the transfer of 
the Albanian-held Northern Epi- 
rus; and a minor rectification 
along the Rhodope Range in 
southern Bulgaria. 

Believing presumably that 
Greece could not long hold out 
against Soviet influence, Russia 
has agreed with the other three 
major powers upon the cession of 
the Greek-inhabited, and _sstra- 
tegically important, Dodecanese 
islands to Greece. ' 

The Soviet Union has, however, 
been adamant in rejecting Greece's 
plea for the adjustment in her 
favor of her frontiers with Al- 
bania and Bulgaria. Yet these de- 
mands are fully justified by rea- 
fons of security, and, in the case 
of the Northern Epirus, by rea- 
#ons of historical and ethnological 
equity. 

The bitter struggle which has 
been going on in Greece between 
the Soviet-backed E.A.M. and the 
Democratic and Rightist political 
parties is now approaching a new 
climax, Evidence ts accumulating 
ef the support which the E.A.M. 
and its E.L.A.S. activists have 
been receiving from both Albania 
and Bulgaria. 

Piebiscite Inadvisable. 

The Tsaldaris government has 
been ill-advised in its insistence 
upon the premature plebiscite on 


the restoration of the monarchy 
to be held on Sept. 1. Under ex- 
isting internal conditions it can 
hardly be alleged that the result 
of such a plebiscite will demon- 
strate in any convincing manner 
the real wishes of a majority of 
the Greek people as to the nature 
of their future government, 

There is every likelihood that a 
great number of Republicans will 
vote for the monarchy solely be- 
cause of their belief that the es- 
tablishment of any parliamentary 
government will be preferable to 
the possibility of a Communist- 
dominated dictatorship. 

But even under more promising 
auspices there would be little hope 
of political or social stability in 
Greece unless action can quickly 
be taken to afford the Greek peo- 
ple economic help. That help can 
only come today from the United 
States. 

The economy of Greece has in 
the past been dependent to a 
very considerable extent upon her 
merchant marine, Nearly all of 
Greece's shipping was destroyed 
during the war, The request made 
by the Greek government for the 
charter of American Liberty ships 
which would make it possible for 
Greece to resume her maritime 
trade and to obtain the food sup- 
plies and raw materials which 
she so urgently requires has not 
been granted, 

Credits Are Needed. 

The Greek request for a credit 
sufficient to undertake a program 
of reconstruction and of public 
works through which her ports 
could be cleared and her commu- 
nications repaired has not pros- 
pered. Yet unless assistance of 
this kind is forthcoming, and 
forthcoming soon, political uncer- 
tainties will increase, and the 
promises of the extreme Left will 
be more readily believed by the 
masses of the Greek people, who 
have seen no improvement in 
their condition as yet under demo- 
cratic government. 

Developments in Greece muy 
well indicate whether some satis- 
factory understanding can still be 
reached between the Soviet Union 
and the United States with re- 
spect to the future of Europe. 

Russian pressure upon Greece is 
going to increase as a part of Mos- 
cow's campaign against Turkey. 
The withdrawal of the Yugoslav 
Minister in Athens presages a de- 
mand from Tito for Salonika. 

If the United States is really de- 
termined to play a dynamic and 
constructive part in securing a fair 
settlement of the Mediterranean 
crisis, it must be prepared to do 
more than dispatch “vigorous” 
notes and send units of its fleet to 
Near Eastern waters. It must also 
be willing to give concrete help to 
its proved friends and allies, 

If the United States does not 
intend, by default, to permit the 
Greek people to be absorbed, 
against their will, within the So- 
viet orbit, it must be prepared to 
do more than offer “strong” re- 
monstrances, 

It must be willing to give all-out 
support to Greece's legitimate 
claims at the Peace Conference, 
and also to make avallable im- 
mediately to the Greek people the 


economic assistance which they so 
desperately need,

Disclosing this to reporters to- 
day, Secretary of Interior Krug 
said it represented a reversal of 
his department's previous position. 

The committee, composed of the 
Secretaries of State, War, Navy 
and Interior, was appointed by 
President Truman last October 
with instructions to consider the 
type of government to be set up 
on islands now under United 
States control or to be acquired 
later as a result of the war. Pre- 
sumably involved are Guam and 
American Samoa, along with some 
Japanese islands. 

The Navy has governed Guam 
and Samoa ever since they were 
acquired by this country. Krug’s 
predecessor, Harold L. Ickes, was 
a vigorous champion of civil gov- 
ernment and sharply critical of 
the Navy's administration. 

Krug said that while the Cabi- 
net committee never held a meet- 
ing, a subcommittee had met, with 
representatives of the State, War 
and Navy departments favoring 
delay until it is decided exactly 
what islands this country is to 
control. The Interior Department 
dissented, contending that “prin- 
ciples” of government should be 
determined without delay. 

Krug added that he now had 
joined the three other departments 
in their position. 

He said he personally favored a 
civil government for islands popu- 


lated primarily by civilians and a 
military government for those pri- 
marily military. 

“We might have some fights in 
deciding who is to govern what 
islands,” Krug remarked, “but 
there is no use in picking those 
fights until they come up.” 

Krug proposed yesterday that 
Hawaii and Alaska be admitted to 
the Union together as the forty- 
ninth and fiftieth states. 

He expressed hope that Congress 
in January would start the neces- 
sary machinery in motion, aiong 
with a bill to permit the people of 
Puerto Rico to vote on whether 
they want independence, statehood 
or dominion status. 

Krug recently returned from an 
11-day inspection tour of Alaska. 
His recommendation of statehood 
for Hawaii follows the policy laid 
down by his predecessor, Ickes. 
In the case of Alaska, however, he 
went further than the previous 
policy for that etrritory. The gov-

F you were subject to arrest for going from Jersey City to Pitts- 
burgh without a special pass, if your grocer in Milwaukee couldn't 
get a bag of Idaho potatoes until a special agreement had been 


negotiated for swapping a certain amount of Wisconsin cheese, if 
you couldn't repair your broken windows and smashed roofs in New 
York because there was no way fo trade with Illinois, if you had to 
do without sugar in Virginia because there was a law to keep you 
from importing sugar from Louisiana—if these things were happening 
in America—you'd have some idea of how complicated life is for the 
Germans, and for the occupying authorities, because the economic 
unification called for in the Potsdam Declaration has not been 


achieved, 


If those complications were 
merely inconvenient for the de- 
feated ex-enemy, it is likely that 
few persons in the Allied countries 
would get much exercised about 
the matter. Because of those eco- 
nomic difficulties, however, the 
work of military government is 
severely handicapped every day 
and at least two of the occupying 
powers — Britain and America— 
are forced to pay out a dole of 
nearly $500,000,000 a year to pre- 
vent mass starvation and general 
disorder among the defeated. 

All of the occupying authorities 
have recently expressed, with vary- 
ing degrees of fervor, an urgent 
desire to see Germany put to- 
gether as one economic unit. Why 
that unification hasn't yet been 
accomplished is a story that can 
be told with reference to the di- 
verse, and sometimes contradic- 
tory, economic policies which the 
Big Four have been pursuing for 
the last year. 

Fundamental Policies Agreed On. 

All four are convinced that ade- 
quate economic controls are essen- 
tial to the effective disarmament 
and demilitarization of Germany, 
and on the following fundamental 
policies there is general agree- 
ment: 

(1) Germany’s industrial po- 
tential for war shall be largely 
destroyed through blowing up of 
certain specialized war factories; 
removal of many war plants and 
much general-purpose machinery 
as reparations to the countries 
which suffered invasion, and re- 


duction in the general level of 

German industry. 

(2) Germany has to be made 
self-supporting and to this end 
it must be allowed to develop 
sufficient mining and peaceful 
manufacturing to supply its es- 
sential needs and to pay for 
necessary imports, 

Both the Potsdam Declaration 
of last summer and the four- 
power “level of industry” plan 
adopted March 27 state these prin- 
ciples clearly and both declare 
that Germany is to be treated as 
an economic unit. Back of the gen- 
eral surface agreement, however, 
divergent policies have been fol- 
lowed for more than a year now, 
and until they are somehow recon- 
ciled there won’t be an economic 
unity. Let's see what those var- 
ious policies are. 

French Economic Aims. 

The French have always stated 
their economic aims with respect 
to German occupation very 
Clearly: 

(1) The French zone of Ger- 
many must support the French 
army of occupation and to that 
end the necessary food is req- 
uisitioned from the country- 
side. France had to feed Ger- 
man armies through four bitter 
years of occupation, and the

An apartment 
may be rented for $50 if you are willing 
to buy $1500 werth of furniture, usually 
consisting of a breken-down studio 
couch and a lamp that was obviously a 
bridge prize in the middle °20s. 

Unfortunately, the author of the above 
outburst leaves the unwary reader with 
an agreeably sueculent taste in his 
mouth. He appears to consider the situ- 
ation not only humorous but in many 
ways desirable, whereas just the oppo- 
site is true. 

Those who are in the‘habit of probing 
the deeps in our national economy will 
zee disaster in the offing. The sweet 
intoxication of an inflationary spiral 
soon drains the resources of a nation. 
Purehasing power is depleted, savings 
are quickly dissipated, incomes are 
epread so thin that they scarcely cover 
the bare necessities of life, and we enter 
a hated period of doldrums wherein 
many a wounded spirit will be crying 
out in distress. 

No better evidence of what is in store 
for us may now be seen than in the stock 
market.

Greece the Forgotten “* 


As the hour of the scheduled plebiscite on the 
monarchy comes nearer in Greece, that country 
is at the depth of disillusion. Already, out of 
sheer desperation, she has taken the first halt- 
ing step back on the wretched road to dictator- 
ship, such as she knew under Metaxas and his 
royal dummy, George II. 

If the nations that should be her friends leave 
her to suffer in hopelessness much longer, any 
sort of government strong enough to maintain 
order and reconstruct the country may appear 
preferable to continued anarehy and ruin. The 
result of continued drift in Greece can hardly 
be anything other than a new dictatorship. 

Is it any wonder Greece is disillusioned? First 
the Italians and then the Germans burned her 
towns and looted her countryside, Sixteen hun- 
dred villages were almost completely destroyed, 
what little industry she had was laid waste, and 
her livestock, the principal resource of her land, 
was slaughtered. Then came the deliverance, 
and the Allies promised her reeonstruction and 
renewed glory. Instead, Greece has experienced 
a civil war and a disastrous inflation. 

Five governments have failed to bring civil 
anarchy under control or to make a start on 
economic reconstruction. The Tsaldaris Govern- 
ment, puppet of Britain, is maintained by British 
soldiers on Greek soil, and is under constant at- 
tack by extreme rightists and extreme leftists, 
who ecentrol virtually all the hinterland and in 
their turn have ravaged the countryside with 
flame. Greece is completely surrounded by hos- 
tile nations, and is under casual attack from 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia and Albania, whose marau- 
ders are assisted by treasonous armed forces of 
the Greek Communists, It has become the diplo- 
matic battleground for Britain and the United 
States on one hand, and Russia on the other. 
Russia's withdrawal of its envey to Athens and 
the United States's dispatch of warships to Greece 
on the eve of the plebiscite, are moves in the 
diplomatic battle. 

If the plebiscite is held Sunday, under the 
auspices of the pro-royalist Government, with 
the benefit of oppressive legislation that has 
recently been enacted, the outcome is likely to 
be a monarchy under George Glucksberg, one of 
the worst kings of modern times. 

The restoration would be taken by the extrem- 
ists of the right as a signal for an all-out cam- 
paign against the extremists of the left. If 
Greece were lucky enough to avoid another civil 
war she would emerge, at best, under the heel of 
a tyrant. 

What could the United States be doing to open 
up another course of action to the Greeks? In- 
stead of remaining content to be an echo in 
Whitehall, it could adopt a foreign policy of its 
own toward Greece. 

The United States could, first of all, insist on 
a real election, The March 31 election, though 
it was watched by British and American observ- 
ers, was a sham. Terror was abroad, The royalist 
hand over the ballot box is still further armed 
now with new laws suspending the constitutional 
right of trial by jury, permitting the exile of 
political suspects by drumhead courts, reconsti- 
tuting the security committees which were the 
core of Metaxas’s power, and previding death 
penalties for attack on Government authorities. 

The United States could, next, exert its influ- 
ence in the council of nations to stabilize the 
boundaries which are in dispute between Greece 
and Albania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Turkey. 

Last, and not too much behind any of the 
other steps, the United States could help Greece 
to reconstruct her economy, Greece has asked 
the United States for a loan of $5,000,000,000, 
and it is not plausible that she will get anything 
like that sum if she gets anything at all—but 
she needs and deserves financial aid from this 
country in a sufficient amount to put her back 
on her feet.

It is very late, and the hour is 
dark, but there can be hardly a country where 
a little hope will go a longer way.

Once more Missouri is increasing payments to 
some of its needy citizens—but not to its 
neediest. 

An increase in Federal matching funds will 
provide $5,000,000 more annually for old-age 
pensioners and 15,500 low-income families with 
dependent children. The money will be used 
primarily to “offset the rise in food costs since 
December.” 

Yet direct relief to people who are unemploy- 
able is not affected. The Federal Government 
does not help the State here, and the Legisla- 
ture has constantly refused .to give more than 
a meager pittance to the most impoverished 
people in Missouri.

That is 30 per cent below what they needed for 
a bare livelihood before the cost of living really 
began to soar.

It is the black, unprincipled scoundrel who 
fomented anti-Jewish riots in Palestine for 18 
years, who sold Hitler, Himmler and Ribbentrop 
the idea of exterminating the Jews in Europe, 
and who broadeast from Berlin: “Kill the Jews 
wherever you find them!" Later, inciting the 
Arab world to a “holy war” against Britain and 
her allies, he broadcast that ‘we desire victory 
for Germany and Japan,” 

Haj Amin should be sitting at this moment in 
the dock at Nuernberg, awaiting the execution 
he richly deserves, instead of preparing to treat 
with the British in London as if he were an 
honorable and upright man. Yugoslavia asked 
to have his name put on the list of war criminals 
in 1945, but before last January his name had 
been removed.

An Amazing Recovery 

It is amazing what a brief sojourn in the Ken- 
tucky mountains will do for a man’s health. A 
month ago, Representative Andrew Jackson 
May was, on the word of two doctors, unable to 
appear before the Senate War Contracts Investi- 
gating Committee. But after a short stay at his 
home in Prestonburg, he announces that he has 
no other idea than that of ‘making a campaign 
for re-election this fall.” 

Of May's last two predecessors in Congress, 
one was chosen while serving time in Leaven- 
worth for conspiracy against the Federal stat- 
utes and the other was that man’s wife. So 
May's numerous and intimate connections with 
the Erie Basin arms scandal may be no serious 
barrier to his re-election, 

But May faces a tall hurdle in those pictures 
by a society photographer showing him at high 
jinks with the pretty girls at Hotel Pierre in 
New York. By the mountain code, so we under- 
stand, it js no crime ‘to sin but it is unpardon- 
able to have fun at it. And those pictures show 
May grinning from ear to ear. 

A grave infraction, this, and one that we trust 
will be made the most of by May's ex-GI op- 
ponent, Those pictures may be fatal even though 
May's constituents don't care how many checks 
he received from the men whom Senator Mead 
termed the war’s most notorious profiteers.

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Jammed Airfields Ahead 


A progressive step has been taken by the 
Municipal Airport Commission toward the day 
when flight will jam our airfields and skies, Its 
decision to promote use of Lambert Field en- 
tirely for trunk airline service was required for 
efficiency and safety. But that same decision 
only increases the need for speedy development 
of small airports. 

Transport operations at Lambert increased 
from 14,709 four years ago to 34,265 last year, 
and the postwar growth of air transportation 
has only begun. Over-crowding, and mixed use 
of fields for large and small planes, means both 
inconvenience and danger. So the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority urges cities to ‘assign the ex- 
clusive use of (major) airports to transport 
which will be done with Lambert 


Field. 

When that is accomplished, what will become 
of small planes that used the field? The CAA 
says, “Smaller aircraft would be assigned to 
other airports.” Four smaller fields have been 
opened in this area in 1946, which is consider- 
able progress. But is it enough? The County 
Planning Commission predicts that there will be 


7500 owners of private planes in Greater St.. 


Louis within four or five years. 

The city’s next step, under the Horner & 
Shifrin plan, should be development of the sec- 
ondary field at Morganford and Weber roads. 
An enabling ordinance was introduced in the 
Board of. Aldermen, and there it rests. Alder- 
woman Clara Hempelmann has opposed it, and 
behind her is the objection of scattered resi- 
dents around the site, who apparently feel that 
the field would reduce property values, But the 
contrary is indicated. 

This bill should be passed at the next alder- 
manic session. Land condemnation and construc- 
tion should begin as soon as possible. St. Louis 
is working against the time when it may have 
more planes than room for them, and time itself 
now moves on wings.

Nazi propaganda is being impressed on our occupation troops by 
methods of ingratiation, correspondent says; reports conversation 
with Austrian artists; they cling to Hitler ideas with attempted 
subtlety; “such ‘nice people’ couldn't mean harm—or could they?”

SALZBURG. 
The Salzburg Festival is a magnificent 
effort to recapture something of the best 
of Austria’s past. But while most Austrians 
yearn to recapture yesterday, how can any 
sick nation hope to do it? Hitler is gone, 
but the Hitler products remain. 


After “Don Juan,” just as in the good 
old days, we retired to the lounge of the 
Oesterreichische Hotel. In our corner were 
a famous Austrian tenor and his wife: sav- 
eral American officers; Fraulein Hanke, 
who is choreographer of the Vienna State 
Opera ballet, and one of her ballet dancers. 
There were also two distinguished Vien- 
nese artists who, thanks to the Nazis, were 
now attending their first Salzburg Festival 
in many years—Adrienne Gessner (whom 
Americans have admired for the past two 
years in “IT Remember Mama”) and her 
husband, Dr, Ernest Lothar. 


The Artists Who “Escaped” 


When Fraulein Fiedler, the ballet dancer, 
met Miss Geasner she gasped with pleas- 
ure. Behind the eagerness the reason was 
plain. Under the Nazis, Vienna had lost 
the most gifted as well as the purest of her 
artists, Playing there once more, Adrienne 
Gessner would be a solace and a symbol— 
a symbol that all was forgotten and for- 
given, But Miss Gessner shook her head, 
“No,” ahe said. “Not yet. It is too soon.” 


I watched the faces of Frauleins Hanke 
and Fiedler, Surely they must be intelli- 
gent enough to understand why. Surely 
they must have some inkling of what Nazi 
Austria, with its brutality and murder, had 
done to those who had loved Austria most. 
But on the faces of these two who had 
remained and served there was no under- 
atanding-—nothing at all but a genuine dis- 
appointment, 


It was especially instructive to talk for 
some time with Fraulein Hanke, She is a 
woman of obvious culture and intelligence, 
If you did not know that she had remained 
as choreographer of the State Opera 
throughout the Nazi years—and if you did 
not comprehend precisely what that re- 
quired—you might join the average Ameri- 
can officer in regarding her as a very 
agreeable person; one who, of course, had 
never had any real sympathy for the Nazis. 
I wondered, Wondering, I listened closely. 


“Disappointed” in Americans 


Fraulein Hanke is too well-mannered, 
shall we say, to make any sharp criticisms 
of Americans~—least of all during a first or 
second encounter. She “had been disap- 
pointed” with the Russians, but her reasons 
were quite plausible and some of them 
quite justified, 

Then, later on, she confessed to me, “] 
was disappointed in the American soldiers 
you have here in Salzburg. There aré so 
many Negroes and Mexicans and people 
like that.” 


It’s just what you heard from “the nicest 
Germans” in Berlin in 1983, in Paris in 
1937, in the Balkans in 1940. ... And I 
wondered how much she had told those 
American officers, whom she had found so 
artistic and fond of classical music and “so 
different, if you will forgive me, from most 
American officers.” At any rate, Fraulein 
Hanke and also Fraulein Fiedler—both 
were wearing Swiss watches which must 
have come from an Army PX store. 


So I held my tongue and the conversa- 


tion went on; all as pleasant and artistically 


high as if there had never been a Late 
Unpleasantness, nor a_  Schickelgrueber, 
nor a splendid actress like Adrienne Gess- 
ner who had been driven out of her na- 
tive land. 


But finally it had to happen. Fraulein 
Fiedler, in a burst of German, was scorn- 
fully dismissing some former Viennese ac- 
tor as “a Jew"—-and my German was good 
enough to catch that swift, biting allusion. 
T had had enough of playing the game. 
They were nice no longer. They had a 
different smell. 


Just a Misunderstanding 


“What do you mean by that?” I demanded. 
“If you were anti-Jewish, or anti-Negro, or 
anti-Mexican—if you denounce people be- 
cause of their creed or color, then eapecially 
~-here in Austria—you are Nazis.” 


The young and flirtatious ballet dancer 
was obviously taken aback, but smooth- 
tongued Fraulein Hanke sprang to her de- 
fense. “Oh, no. You misunderstand,” purred 


the Hanke. "Fraulein Fiedler didn't mean 
it that way. After all, she herself is one- 
quarter -Jewish. In these years she has 


had a very hard time.” 

The dancer's big brown eyes sought to 
assure me, with her lips, that this was true. 
I wanted to state that people who are part 
Jewish have no business talking that way, 
especially if they managed curiously to 


hang on to a job under the Nazis, But 
Hanke wouldn't give me a chance. Sha 
was used to covering up the truth with 


fast moves and faster speech, 
Sugar-coated Propaganda 


“Of course,” said Hanke, “we are against 
all racial discrimination. We never sup- 
ported the persecution of the Jews.” Then 
her voice took on a honeyed sweetness, and 
her smilé registered a new intensity. 
“But now, you know, things have gone to 
the other extreme.” 

“Before it-was a disgrace to he a Jew or 
a non-Aryan,” continued Fraulein Hanke. 
“Now it has become a distinction. Some 
people use it as a special kind of qualifica- 
tion. You understand, I think, what I 
mean?” 

I report thig little incident only because 
it is not little. In scores of variations this 
kind of Nazi propaganda, and much more 
that is far more blatant, is being sugar- 
coated into the ears of hundreds or thou- 
sands of our American officers every night 
in Germany and Austria. 

The Hitler-produects are such agreeable 
and charming companions. Many of them 
are “auch nice people.” They couldn't pos- 
sibly mean any harm... . Or do they?

THE CAMELEPHAMOOSE, by Donald Hevgh. (Ovell, 

Sioan & Pearce, inc., New York.) 

You may never have heard of the camel- 
ephamoose. Indeed, it is almost a certainty 
that he is unknown to you. But all the 
other characters in thig book will need no 
introduction. 

The young war veterans who back in the 
jungle hatched a new seheme for making 
a living you probably know personally. The 
business man who thinks that the blue 
prints of new gadgets are a generous wel- 
come-home for the “boys” is no stranger. 
And the senatorial candidate who heralds 
the inevitability of war with Russia is « 
figure as familiar as your morning news- 
paper. 

After three years in the Army, Avery 
and Bill, the principal figures in this farce, 
wanted a business of their own. They had 
concluded that a new series of animal 
crackers, using “global fauna” as models, 
would be a sure-fire success. In the strenu- 
ous and haphazard process of making their 
first cracker, they developed a figure which 
combined the salient features of the camel 
and the elephant and the moose. More 
than that, the clay of which they made it 
inadvertently proved to-be unbreakable, 

. * . 

The next hurdle, that of obtaining finan- 
cial backing for their enterprise, was as 
challenging as the first. But through ea 
windfall of publicity, they managed te 
succeed just as despair was closing in on 
them. Not only was the camelephamoose 
thus saved, in vitamin-enriched form, for 
the rising generation, but the aspirant te 
the Senate was persuaded to withdraw from 
the race, and the business man came to un- 
derstand what the ex-soldier really wants. 

Aa a comedy, the story will not send you 
into gales of laughter. As a satire, it will 
not tax your discernment, any more than 
the daily comics do. And yet it seems that 
Donald Hough, the author, will not regret 
these shortcomings too much. He appar- 
ently had a few broad and aecurate ob- 
servations to make on postwar America, 
and made them in rollicking style.

Chandler also announced that 
the club owners adopted a 168- 
game playing schedule for 1947, 
atarting April 15 and ending Sept.

The commission voted against 
a plan submitted by the  Lind- 
worth Realty Co., Inc., of Tesson 
road, for a project at Lindbergh 
and Gravois roads, because the 
plans did not provide for dedica- 
tion of a right of way for the 
widening of the two highways, It 
was also pointed out that the size 
of individual lots in the subdi- 
vision plans was smaller than per- 
mitted under zoning regulations. 

A request by Louis Forest to 
change a 36-acre tract along the 
Missouri Pacific Carondelet

Forest had contended at a pub-

UNIQUE PROBLEMS 
IN RAISING TRIPLETS

While Mississippi has  con- 
firmed the Ku-Kluxer Bilbo and 
the screeching John Rankin, and 
while Georgia is faced with four 
years of Talmadge, why has Ala-, 
bama taken its three steps for- 
ward? 

This reporter asked many Ala- 
bamans of varying political com- 
plexion that question. 


The Basic Issue. 

The answers differed, but al- 
ways, sooner or later, the name 
of Lister Hill cropped up. Hill 
is quite obviously no radical from 
the North; he opposed FEPC. 
(It would be hard to find a 
Southerner in Congress who did 
not.) Yet his persistent coun- 
sels of reason and moderation 
have had a real effect on Ala- 
bama political thinking. 


On the more practical side, he 
has built himself an effective po- 
litical organization, no machine in 
the Crump or Tammany sense, but 
a good working organization. 


Finally, two years ago, Hill beat 
James Simpson when Simpson 
raised the White Supremacy issue. 
Simpson plastered billboards up 
and down the state with “Vote for 
Jim Simpson and White Suprem- 
acy,” but Hill won by a comfort- 
able majority. Simpson ran again 
this year against Sparkman, but 
this time the racial issue was 
never seriously raised, 

“Perhaps it would have been,” 
said one liberal editor to this re- 
porter, “if the Negroes had voted 


here as they did in Georgia. But 
they didn’t. All the same, the 
racial issue is still the basic issue 
here, It colors and affects all pol- 
itics, even when it is never raised.” 

How deeply that is true, and 
why it is true, is something that 
non-Southerners must understand 
if they are to understand what is

happening politically in the South, 


France is making an all-out ef- 
fort to become a truly important 
industrial nation, something it 
never was before the war, and 
German coal is essential to that 
goal. 

(3) The Saar should be in- 
corporated economically and 
politically into France itself. 

4() The industrial heartland of 
Germany—the Ruhr and_ the 
Rhineland—should be detatched 
from Germany proper, since, in 
the French view, it is only by 
detatching these areas that the 
German war menace can be de- 
stroyed once and for all. 

Policy in Russian Zone, 
Russian economic policy toward 
Germany is similar in several re- 
spects to the French: 

(1) The Russian armies of oc- 
cupation, like the French, live 
off the country, but since the 
Russian zone contains the coun- 
try’s best agricultural land, pro- 
ducing normally 70 per cent of 
the sugar, 60 per cent of the 
potatoes and rye, and more than 
half of the country’s total pro- 
duction of oats, wheat, barley 
and pigs, the Russian occupation 
troops have not proved an in- 
tolerable burden, and, in general, 
food rations in the Russian zone 
have been kept as high or higher 
than the level of rations in the 
western zones. 

(2) Heart of Soviet economic 
policy, however, is to collect the 
maximum amount of repara- 
tions from Germany as rapidly 
as possible. This means, first 
of all, the removal of factories, 
power plants, railroad equipment 
and such miscellaneous items as 
electric motors, air compressors 
and telephone exchanges. But 
it also means the continued ship- 
ment of manufactured goods 
from current production to an 
extent, and for a length of time, 
not yet specified. One of the 
signs over an exhibit at this 


marked for reparations.” 

(3) As a natural consequence 
of this policy of exacting repara- 
tions from current production, 
Russian policy is also to en- 
courage a rapid revival of pro- 
duction in those plants not dis- 
mantled for shipment to Russia. 
All outside observers who have 
toured the Rsssian zone are 
agreed that the Russians have 
done a remarkable job in get- 
ting the remaining factories to 
work, and within their zone 
they have developed a degree of 
self-sufficiency that is the envy 
of the western zones, 


Part of the secret of the Rus- 
sians’ success is to be found in 
their campaign to intensify the 
use of the low-grade brown coal 
which their zone contains in great 
abundance. Under the strain of 
war, Hitler’s engineers converted 
many plants for brown coal con- 
sumption, but it is reported that 


Knowing that, the British and 
Americans demanded at Potsdam 
that Germany should be treated as 
an economic unit, and that no ex- 
ports from @erman current pro- 
duction or reserve stocks should 
go out of the country for 
any purpose other than paying for 
essential imports until the country 
as a whole could be put on a self- 
supporting basis. The Russians 
stubbornly fought that proposal, 
but in the end agreed to clause 19 
of the Potsdam Declaration: “Pay- 
ment of reparations should leave 
enough resources to enable the 
Germans to subsist without ex- 
ternal assistance. In working out 
the economic balance of Germany 
the necessary means must be pro- 
vided to pay for imports approved 
by the Control Council of Ger- 
many. The proceeds of exports 
from current production and 
stocks shall be available in the 
first place for payment of such 


he made only a start compared 
with what Russians have done in 
their zone in the last year. With 
the western coal fields producing 
at less than half of capacity and 
much of their output assigned to 
export, industrial revival in the 
American and British zones has 
advanced at asnail’s pace. Though 
the Russian zone officials would 
also like to get West German 
hard coal, they have made do with 
the brown coal they have.

The economic aims of the Brit- 
ish and Americans, in comparison 
with those of the French and Rus- 
sians, are unclear and largely 
negative, They don’t want to see 
Germany's war potential pre- 
served, but they don't want too 
much of it destroyed, They don’t 
want to see Germany starve, but 
they don’t want to go on pouring 
in their own food and raw mate- 
rials from abroad to keep Ger- 
many going.

T probably will not be difficult 
|‘ get ground meat this fall 

and winter to make the good 
dishes that ground meat goes into 
—hamburgers, meat loaf, chili, 
stuffed cabbage leaves, stuffed 
peppers and dozens of others. And 
to not have any disappointments, 
one needs to keep in mind ths 
earmarks of the finest of ground 
meat. It is always made of the less 
tender cuts of meat, and thes® 
should have the gristle and tough- 
est portions trimmed off and the 
excess fat, but some fat must be 
left on to produce the juiciest and 
best tasting ground meat. Ask 
your butcher to use the coarse 
blade in his grinder and to put 
the meat through the grinder only 
once. When the meat is put 
through two or three times, it 
comes out meat paste and not 
ground meat and one can never 
make good meat loaf or good 
hamburgers out of it because a 
paste just will not behave like 
correctly ground meat. 


And once you get the meat cor- 
rectly ground, then it must be 
prepared in a way to hold on to 
the juices. In such foods as stuffed 
peppers, the directions usually 
call for browning the loose meat. 


The browning really is the name 
of a process rather than obtaining 
the particular brown color. This 
process should continue only until 
the meat when stirred to keep 
separated takes on a_e greyish 
white color which is an indication 
that the soluble protein on the 
outside of the meat particles has 
coagulated and the process should 
stop at this point because to cook 
until the meat actually browns 
will be to a point where the juices 
have escaped in steam and once 
this happens, it is practically im- 
possible to put moistness back 
into the meat in even a small 
degree. 


Stuffed Green Peppers, 


Four medium or two very large 
green peppers, two tablespoons 
chopped onion, two tablespoons 
chopped celery, two tablespoons 
butter or margarine, half a pound 
ground meat, one bouillon cube, 
one-third cup hot water, half a 
cup cooked tomatoes or tomato 
juice, one and a half cups toasted 
bread cubes. 

To prepare peppers: Select pep- 
per as described above. Wash and 
cut a thin slice from top of each. 
Reserve this and use in salads or 
cooked dishes. Scoop out the in- 
side. Just before filling simmer 
Remove from 
heat and drain well. Saute onion 
and celery in butter for two min- 
utes. Add meat and continue 
cooking and stirring until meat 
has a cooked appearance. Dissolve 
bouillon cube in hot water and 
add it and the tomatoes to the 
meat mixture, Heat thoroughly. 
Stir in the bread cubes, Fill pep- 
pers with the hot mixture and 
place in a greased shallow baking 
dish and bake at 400 degrees F. 
(hot) for 25 to 30 minutes. Serve 
immediately. Four servings,

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

HOPE that both Russia and 

Marshal Tito are being fully in- 

formed of the reaction of the 
people in this country toward 
Yugoslavia’s unwarranted and 
cruel attack upon American trans- 
port planes and toward Russia's 
backing up of the Yugoslavia gov- 
ernment. To us, it seems a 
flimsy excuse to say that a num- 
ber of planes, no matter how 
many, had flown over and taken 
pictures, It would be more than 
stupid to use transport planes for 
aerial photography. And if pic- 
tures were taken, what do either 
the Russians or the Yugoslavs 
think we would do with them that 
could be harmful to those coun- 
tries? 
-It is now being said that Great 
Britain is pleased that our people 
have become irritated and will 
stiffen their attitude of antagon- 
ism to Russia. It is said they 
hope that, as a result, we will 
back British policy on questions 
in the Near and Far East. I 
doubt if that will be the effect 
on a great number of our people. 
But the effect which I already 
sense ig one which I deeply de- 
plore because, if it grows, it will 
remove a disinterested and there- 
fore a stabilizing factor for the 
settlement of problems among na- 
tions.

I HAVE already heard people 
gay, “Why do we bother spending 
our money to send food and medi- 
cine and other relief needs to the 
rest of the world?” “Why do we 
keep our men in dangerous 
places?” “Why don’t we stay home 
where we belong and deal purely 
on a trade basis with the rest of

the world? If we have products 
to sell which they want, they will 
buy. And there are enough 
friendly people with whom to de- 
velop trade relations so that we 
don't have to bother with the un- 
friendly.” 

This is an attitude which is all 
too familiar among the American 
people. We have heard it in times 
past and we will probably hear it 
many times again. And now the 
Yugoslavs and Russians have 
given it great impetus. 

Those of us who believe that it 
is possible to be friendly with all 
the world have fought this atti- 
tude and tried to be understand- 
ing toward all other nations. But 
we do not take easily or blandly 
the shooting down of unarmed 
planes and the death of American 
men,

T HAVE ALWAYS wanted co- 
operation with Russia. But I 
fight the American Communists 
within the United States for the 
simple reason that I believe we 
have greater power under our 
present form of government and 
under our present economic sys- 
tem to advance the wellbeing of 
our people as a whole. If we find 
that we need changes, either in 
our form of government or in our 
economic system, we can achieve 
our objectives more quickly under 
our economic system, we can 
achieve our objectives more 
quickly under our set-up than can 
the people who live under what 
they euphemistically call a demo- 
cratic dfttatorship. They have the 
right, however, in their own coun- 
try to their own ideas, and the 
right to grow in their own way.
